The Year Book of the Antl Saloon 
League of the United States has just 
been published, and records gratifying 
progress. A study of some of the 
facta with which It is packed, shows 
us that public opinion Is steadily mov- 
ing on towards the complete suppres- 
sion of the liquor 1 raffle. 

The following l B a summary of tho 
results already attained: — 

During 1908, 11,000 saloons were 
voted out of existence In the United 
States, adding 325,000 square miles In 
area and 4,300,000 In impulsion to tho 
dry territory. 

In Ohio, out of 88 counties, C2 are 
now without saloons. In Arkansas 
there are bnt 317 saloons left. In 
lov.'a 1,137. Twenty two <jf Iho 42 
countlea of South Carolina arc "dry." 
There are 11 "dry" counties In 
Michigan, 96 In Kentucky, 10 In Mary- 
land, ana, 21. In Oregon. Twonty-ono 
counties anil 4S0 municipalities in 
Nebraska are "dry;" fifty counties in 
Missouri are "dry," In Illinois 
1,063 towEuhlps. with 1.525 saloons, 
voted "dry" last April. California 
has six "dry" counties and ISO "dry" 
cities and towns. Florida hns but 
250 saloons left. Seveatyone of Vir- 
ginia's eountiea are "dry." In Mas- 
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sachuuetts, 20 f the 33 cities have 
voted "no license." Two hundred and 
sixty of the 321 towns are "no," and 
there was, at 'the lasi election, a "no- 
Jicense" majority throughout the 
elate of 18,710 votes.

coast, and which In many cases do 
more damage (hat the earthquake lt- 
BOlf," writes Professor See, Jn Mun- 
sey'a Magazine. Such waves are not 
really tidal, hut are produced by 
seismic disturbances of the sea bot- 
tom, and Should properly be called 
seismic sea waves. 

The terrible commotion of the water 
thus arlutag may Inundate the shore 
and lay waate cities and even whole 
dlstrlcta lying near the level of the 
sea. It often destroys the shipping 
In a harbour by dashing the vessels 
against the rockg or washing them 
far Inland, Sometimes ships are torn 
to pieces, or home along with, the in- 
undation and stranded h'gh and dry: 
while la other cases they are c^psissd 
and lost with their whole crews. Not 
infrequently cities are first shattered 
by the shaking of the earth, and 
afterwards overwhelmed by the sea. 

A seismic wave, as It neara the 
shore sometimes attains a vertical 
height or sixty or even eighty feet. 
Such a mass of water carries every- 
thing before It, and vastly augments 
the horrors of an earthquake. As It 
moves with a velocity of some Eve 
hundred feet per second, or a mile la 
ten seconds, its Impact Ib so terrifflc 
that no huildlng can withstand Its 
force. Anything left standing by the 
earthquake is almost sure to he over- 
whelmed hy the Bea; amu to those 
who aro so unfortunate as to witness 
such ruin of man's frail labours, all 
nature seems heat on their utter de- 
struction. 

A few Illustrations will make riear 
the nature of these appalling ijh&a- 
omena, and enable ua to grasp more 
fully tho cause of such tremendous 
convulsions of tho elements. 
A Disaster In Ancient Greece. 

Tm tho year 373, B.C.. the whole of 
the Peloponnesus was shaken by a 
terrible earthquake, Aristotle tells 
us that the shock caur-ed yawning 
chasms to open near Bnra, on the 
southern shore of the Gulf of Corinth, 
and i-hat the Greek cities of Dura and 
Hellko were leveled to tbe grouad. 
Pausanias anys that not. even the 
sacred Images in the temples at Bura 
were spared, but evcryth'ng was lit- 
erally shattered to pieces and over- 
thrown. 

Then, oil the following day, while 
tho earth was stll] trembling, the bot- 
tom of the Gulf of Ccrlnth subsided, 
and carried down with it the ground 
under tho ruins of Helikc. The wat- 
ers rushed Into the resulting (Jeprns. 
slon, and In the commotion which en- 
sued ten vessels of the Lacedaemon- 
ians, lying at anchor in the harbour 
of Helllte, perished. The sea was 
raised Into a mighty «'nc, which en- 
gulfed the remains of Helike in its 
rushing waters and advanced far 
over the land. After the inundation 
it was found that where the city bad 
flourished In safety since the days of 
Homer, the salt water was now bo 
deep that only the tops of the trees 
about the Temple of Neptune were 
vlslblo above Its surface. Tho sea 
bottom inuet have sunk ahnut one 
hundred feet, or perhaps more. 
The Lisbon Earthquake. 

Ah another Illustration of an earth- 
quake and typical sea wave, we may 
choofio the destruction ol Lisbon, the 
capital of Portugal, November 1, 
17315. On ibis occasion th» disturb- 
ance was no terrible that it was felt 
all over Europe, and even In North 
America and the Weei Indies, where 
the sea wag .considerably tiffltated. In

calamity, the people of Lisbna con- 
gregated oa the Quays; asd an hoar 
or so later, they were horrified io see 
the sea, returning in a great wall of 
water some fifty feet hLgh. Its move- 
throngs had so time to escape, S3« 
about forty thoasand people perished 
with the vessels vfhich had heea 
anchored in tie harbour. 
Other Memorable Waves. 

Another tvpIcaJ sea wave occurred 
at Callao, Peru, ia 17«. On the 28th 
of Octobsr in (hai year the wiofe Per- _ 
uvian coast was shaken hy a terrible " 
ean.hqa2.ke, nu fewer than two hus- 
dred sbocis being experienced. Twice 
the ocean retired from the laad, and 
returned as a great ^vave, which is 
sa'd to have been eighty feet high. 
Twenty-three ships were in the har- 
bour of Callao: of these, siseteen 
were sunk, whit? the reraainiag four 
were carried :<aland. and stranded at 
a considerable height above the sea. 
A large part of the coast aroand 
Callao subsided, and mach. of the :obe 
sank into the bay. Of lis foar thous- 
and inhabitants, only shoot two hun- 
dred escaped alive, 

Ga November ISlh, 1SJS, the 
American crjiser "MoBOagahela" was 
lying in the harbour of SLThomas, 
Danish West Indies, whea a severe 
earthquake occurred. Here. too. the 
sea first withdrew from the sliore, 
and then returned in a sreat ssvp 
The advancing wall of ^ater caagbt 
up the "MoEongaiaeJa" and tarried her 
into the streets of St Thomas. 

On May 3, 1677. another severe 
earthquake was felt aic-ng the west 
coast of Soath America, with its 
highest intensity near iquique.
